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REMARKS OF THE: SELECTMEN. 


In presenting our report, we consider it a duty to the tax 
payers, as well as to ourselves, to make herein an explanation 
of our acts in the discharge of our duty, and at the same time 
to’ briefly reply to some of the very erroneous remarks that 
have been made relative to our acts. The report of the auditors 
shows the town to be in debt to the amount of $7,845.64. 
The question is being agitated, ‘* How did this accrue, and 
who is responsible for it?’ We remark that it is not your 
different boards of selectmen from year to year who are wholly 
responsible. Let us see: In the year 1888 the town voted to 
instruct the selectmen to borrow $1,000 for the purpose of 
building a sewer at Ashuelot; the interest paid upon the same 
at this time amounts to $413.50. In 18go the town voted to 
borrow $1,500 for the purchase of the Jennings lot; interest 
paid to this date is $341. In 1892 the town voted to instruct 
the selectmen to contract for electric lights; the amount paid 
for the same to the company is $4,559.56. A few years ago the 
town voted to build a library building and instructed the 
selectmen and treasurer to bond the town for $15,000; the 
interest paid upon the same to this time amounts to the sum 
of $2,800. 

These are only a few of the items which have incured an 
expense, and an obligation for the selectmen to meet. There 
has never been a single dollar appropriated, or a tax assessed 
to meet these expenses. It is remarked that the selectmen 
have the savings bank tax, that we can use for paying such 
expenses. Very true, but where is the money coming from 
to pay other bills that the laws of the state oblige us to pay. 
For instance, take for example the appropriation for ordinary 


town charges for the last year—which was only $1,500.00, 
subtract this from the total expense for ordinary town charges, 
and you have $3,249.27 over and above the appropriation. 
Again, take the expense of the fire department for the past 


year, which amounts to $2,609.98; take from this sum the 
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amount of appropriation, which was $1,500.00, and you have 
an expense over the appropriation of $1,059.98. There are 
others, that if figured out would show a balance to make out 
where the savings bank tax went to; we think the above sufh- 
cient to explain where it went to the past year. The expense 
for the fire department has been large, yet we have given no 
orders for payment of any bills but those that have been ap- 
proved by the firewards. There are two orders that we gave 
which have not been paid by the treasurer, the orders were 
given in consequence of the purchase by the firewards and 
selectmen, of a hose carriage, and for the painting of the same. 
While we do not attempt to criticise his motive in refusing to 
honor our orders, yet we very much doubt the legality of his 
act, or his authority in so doing, for several reasons, namely: 
first, that the laws of the state, so far as any we have ever read 
or heard of, even through the best legal council that we could 
obtain, does not give a town treasurer that authority. Second, 
because the boards of firewards and selectmen jointly consider- 
ed the case, and believed the article to. be necessary, for the 
reason that the new hose purchased were not available for fire 
purposes without a carriage or reel upon which to carry them ; 
the purchase of the carriage was, we believed, a great saving 
to the town (see report of firewards enclosed on another 
page); we believe the treasurer had no legal or just right to 
reject our order, but had the same rights as any other tax pay- 
er in town, which would be to serve, or cause an injunction to 
be served upon us, for any expense for any work that we were 
contracting, that in his belief we were squandering the town’s 
moneys; such is the decision of the best council that we could 
get. 

We understand that the reason the treasurer did not pay 
the orders, was because there was no appropriation for the 
same. We do not question the laws as in regards to the select- 
men exceeding appropriations, yet boards of selectmen often 
find the same to be necessary, and also to expend money for 
purposes for which there was no appropriation; and we have 
yet'to learn of a single year that such has not been done since 
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the first year that any of the present board occupied this posi- 
tion. The new engine house has been the cause of much 
comment. When we came to the time to give it our considera- 
tion, we had not the least of a thought of building a brick 
house. ‘The agents who came here for the purpose of selling 
a steam fire engine, advised it. The firewards believed it to 
be just what was needed. The chief of the firewards, while 
acting as a member of the purchasing committee for the 
steamer, took some trouble to note the plans and costs of a 
brick building while on duty with that committee. The 
selectmen visited Brattleboro, Keene and Winchendon, Mass., 
where we were met very courteously by the selectmen, town 
treasurer and chief of fire department—all those people advised 
us to build a brick house. We considered the experience of 
those gentlemen worthy of consideration, and, as some of them 
remarked, it would be a safe insurance against fire, and said, 
‘¢Tf your town had built the old house of brick, your people 
would not have to be taxed now to build another.” We con- 
sidered the thousands of dollars’ worth of fire apparatus to be 
kept in the building, and we very much doubt if any taxpayer 
in town would rather run the risk of losing the house, 
steamer and all the apparatus by fire, which might be the 
result of a building of wood, than to pay the few extra cents 
of a tax for a suitable fireproof building. What would the 
tax be to replace building and machine and other apparatus, 
if it all burned? We gave this our careful thought and atten- 
tion, and considered it as we would our own private business. 
Those of the taxpayers who came before us as a board, after 
hearing our story, advised us to build of brick; and let us 
remark that some of the largest taxpayers in town advised us 
so to do. No one can justly accuse the selectmen of any 
personal object in the case; we are all poor men and have to 
work for our bread, and it is as hard for us to pay our tax as 
for others. 

Why should we wish to make our taxes larger by this if 
we did not believe it for the best interest of the whole town? 
This fire property is of no direct benefit to us, as our property 
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is so remote, that it would avail us nothing in case of fire. 
We have only given a few of our reasons for our acts in this, 
but we are anxious to explain more fully to any one who 
wishes to hear it. We will say that not one single person 
who we have heard ofthat does not approve of our acts in this, 
has ever been at the town office, or anywhere else before this 
board to advise, or to allude to this affair. Time prevents us 
from replying to many false remarks that have been made 
concerning our acts in this, but we are ready to do so at any 
time and place. The purchase of the hose reel and tlie build- 
ing of the brick house, as yet has not cost the town but a 
small sum over the appropriation. We have become person- 
ally responsible and paid for the same, and have inserted an 
article in the warrant for our reimbursement. 

Now let us see why we have run in debt the past year. 
At our last annual meeting the town voted to appropriate 
$4,500 for the purchase of a steam fire engine and for hose. 
Voted to raise by taxation $1,000, and to borrow the remain- 
der, which amounts to voting the town in debt for the sum of 
$3,500. We have been to an expense of $341.13 for pauper 
expense which accrued between February 15th and the date 
of the election of the overseer of the poor. The new road at 
Forest Lake station, laid out by the selectmen last year, has 
been built at an expense of $154.38. The cost for keeping 
the roads in repair has exceeded the appropriation. Go back 
to the year 1887 which was the first year that any one of the 
present board ever occupied this position, and to this time 
thousands of dollars have been paid towards improvements in 
the purchase of land, for store house, for paying land damages, 
for laying out and building highways by petition, for sidewalks 
built upon petition. These are items that for which there has 
been no appropriation. Human nature is selfish, and it is 
very natural for a person or persons to get up or sign a petition 
for a sidewalk past his dwelling, and then in a few years 
wonder what has become of the sayings bank tax. We are, 
and have always been in favor of improvements, but we 
believe the town should pay for those we now have before they 
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contract for any great expense for more. Our aim in this is 
not to criticise, but to explain these points so that the average 
voter can comprehend the true situation of our town affairs. 
In regards to our acts in general, will say that as in years 
before, when we have occupied this position, our aim has been 
to discharge our duties according to our best judgment and our 
oath of office, and for the best interests of the whole. If in 
this we hive failed, we cannot help it. We are always ready 
to explain, but have no apologies to offer.

REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS 


For YEAR EnpInNG FEBRUARY 15, 1895. 


Under existing circumstances and the expense that the fire 
department has been put to, we deem it necessary to render 
you a partial report of the same. We have had an unusual 
number of fires, especially brush fires, which, if they had not 
received prompt attention, would have resulted to great dam- 
age to property holders, especially in Mt. Pisgah. 

The total amount paid out for services of firemen for year 
ending February 15, 1895, was $330.35. This does not in- 
clude the sum allowed by state law. We have not suffered as 
a whole in this respect to What some other adjoinining towns 
have, taking the amount of territory we have to cover. 

The department consists at the present of: 

1 fourth-size Silsby steam fire engine. 

4 hand fire engines. 

1 hook and ladder truck, with necessary apparatus. 

2,500 feet of good 24-inch fire hose. 

goo feet of good 2-inch fire hose. 

200 feet of fair 2-inch leather hose. 

3, two-wheel hose reels. 

1 four-wheel hose reel. 

The last named is not owned by the town, but used by the 
department as a reserve. Owing to the purchase of a steam 
fire engine for Winchester, it has been necessary to make 
some changes and locating of apparatus. The steamer and 
hose companies, composed of twenty-five men, located in new 
engine house, disbanding Neptune Co. No. 2, and locating at 
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Ashuelot Upper Village, with fifty men; the old Button tub 
located at Lower Ashuelot;. the Antique at Fullerdam; Ash- 
uelot No. 2 at Winchester. We have been to quite an expense 
in making repairs to apparatus that was much needed. Paint- 
ing of the Neptune and Ashuelot No. 2, new nipples for 
hydrants at Ashuelot, and a number of other repairs, which 
makes and leaves our fire department in good shape. We 
have (as we ought to have,) as good a fire engine house to keep 
our fire apparatus in as any town of its size in the state. 
Every citizen ought to take pride in the same. 

The board of firewards, in concurrence with the selectmen, 
deemed it advisable and a saving of several hundred dollars to 
the town, to purchase of the city of Keene, N. H., a four- 
wheel hose reel, at a cost of $75.00. Painting and lettering 
of the same, $34.00. This was something that was needed 
to carry the extra amount of hose that the steamer in its work- 
ings would need, and also, in case of a call from Ashuelot, or 
other localities at a distance, where a hose could be used to 
good advantage. The only fault with the cart is its weight; 
but you have got to have one that is built stout and strong to 
carry the amount of hose needed. * This cart has not been paid, 
for, the town treasurer refusing to accept or acknowledge the 
order (lack of appropriation). 

The board of firewards have had built and repaired, at an 
expense of $133.40, two places or stations for the purpose of 
setting the steamer to take water from the river—one near the 
Congregational church on Main street; one above Jennings’ 
new block, Main street. These, with the reservoir near town 
house and the reservoir near blacksmith shop, on Richmond 
road, gives the village good fire protection.

REPORT OF 


COMMITTEE TO PURCHASE STEAMER, ETC. 


Zo the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the town of 
Winchester, IV. H1.: 


Gentlemen, — ‘The committee appointed by you to pur- 
chase a steam fire engine and 2,000 feet of hose, also to build 
a reservoir located on Richmond road near blacksmith shop, 
hereby tender you their report. 

We have examined quite thoroughly the merits of the 
Amoskeag, La France, Button, Clapp & Jones, and Silsby 
engines. The workings and tests of all the machines, 
excepting one, were satisfactory. The difference in price 
being in favor of the Silsby machine manufactured by the 
American Fire Engine Co., Seneca Falls, N. Y. Taking into 
consideration our water facilities, we deemed it advisable to 
procure a ‘‘rotary” instead of a *‘plunger,” and finally decided to 
contract for a fourth size Silsby engine with a capacity of 600 
gallons per minute, at a cost of $2,975, including a Silsby 
heater and other apparatus needed to make the machine 
perfect in all its workings. The engine was tested upon 
arrival and all tests were perfectly satisfactory, some even 
exceeding contract. We consider it to be a valuable addition 
to the fire department for:the protection of all property, and 
we feel justified in saying that Winchester has one of the finest 
fire engines made. 


HOSE. 


After examining several kinds and qualities of hose, and 
getting information from several experienced chiefs regarding 
same, we finally contracted with the Revere Rubber Co., and 
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the Gutta Percha Manufacturing Co., each for 1,000 feet 
rubber lined double jacket 2%-inch hose, at 60 cents per foot, 
making a total of 2,000 feet at 60 cents, $1,200. 


RESERVOIR. 


At a special town meeting the location for the reservoir 
was changed from the common to a point on Richmond road, 
near blacksmith shop. We accordingly had constructed a 
tank, 18x 30x12 feet, with a capacity of about 35,000 gallons 
of water at an expense of $341.76.

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REMARKS. 


In submitting the foregoing report, I will say that there 
has been quite a reduction in the expenses of the town’s poor 
from previous years. The report shows the net expenses of 
town’s poor the past year to be $1,483.75; the report of last 
year shows the expense of the town’s poor to have been 
$2,847.20, with at least $150.00 unpaid bills, which would 
make the expense of last year $3,000.00, showing a reduction 
of $1,516.25 from the previous year. 

There has been transferred to the county during the past 
year the following persons and families that have been sup- 
ported and received aid from the town for years past: ‘Taylor 
E. Hill, Eugene H. Barrett, Augusta Pickett, George Town, 
George DeBell and family, D. L. Whitemore and family, 
Joseph Stevens and wife, John Kempton children and Ida 
Harvey. 

It would seem as if there might be a still further reduction + 
in the expenses of the poor from the fact that all of those that 
have been transferred to the county have been supported to a 
greater or less extent by the town for the past year, before a 
transfer could be effected. 

Last spring, H. G. Pickett, in consequence of the infirm- 
ities of his family, put his real estate into the hands of the 
town, and the same has been put in as assets to the amount of 
the expense that has been expended on his account.

TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The trustees of the public library, in making this their third 
annual report to the town, can call attention with pardonable 
pride to the library of several thousand volumes, well classified, 
and catalogued according to the most approved methods. In 
the twenty years since the former catalogue was published, 
the library has increased vastly in size, and is now worthy of 
the handsome and commodious building in which it has been 
housed, by an appreciative town. 

The treasurer’s report shows that the special appropriation 
made by the town for the catalogue, paid something more than 
half only of the cost of printing alone, as the catalogue made 
a book of two hundred and seventeen pages, instead of ninety- 
Six, as was at first estimated. About seventy dollars has been 
expended in rebinding books, thus returning to the use of the 
public about one hundred and fifty volumes. A few works of 
fiction and some valuable reference books have been purchased 
during the year. 

Mouldings have been added to the two reading rooms, 
so that pictures could be hung as they are donated from time 
to time. 

There still remains for the completion of the library, man- 
tles for the four fire places, and suitable water-closet arrange- 
ments. When these are supplied, the lbrary will be com- 
pleted except for such slight wants as can easily be supplied 
from any reasonable annual appropriation. 

The heating of the building was at first experimental, and 
the trustees wished to be as economical as possible in the mat- 
ter of fuel... It has been found necessary to insure the comfort 
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of the patrons, and the health of the librarian, to run the 
furnace four days in the week instead of two. That is, in excep- 
tionally cold weather, the fire is built the day previous to the 
regular library day. The cost however, has not been materi- 
ally increased. 

The library has received during the year fine portraits of 
David Ball and Ansel Dickinson, presented by their families, 
and Mrs. Augustus Willard has given a portrait of her uncle, 
Henry Murdock, an old-time resident. 

The trustees would urge upon the public the necessity of 
being liberal with one of the most important of their institu- 
tions, which is no longer in its infancy, but has attained a very 
vigorous youth, and is thus in need of more liberal appropria- 
tions for its support than in former years.

REPORT OF THE 


LIBRARIAN OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Owing to the fact that the ordinary routine work was in- 
terrupted during the year by the re-cataloguing of the library, 
no comparative statements can be made, showing the amount 
of patronage the library has received. 

The new catalogue, a book of 214 pages, shows only parti- 
ally the growth of the library, as it was found there was a very 
large number of books and pamphlets, each and all invaluable 
to the library, but of public interest only as works of reference, 
which if fully incorporated into the published lst, would swell 
the volume to at least double its size; therefore it was decided 
to adopt the card catalogue, and to make by this means, a 
complete, and an ever continuing complete catalogue, and to 
place in the printed list only such books as the reading public 
desire for current use. 

The néw system of shelf numbering and marking meets 
with very general approval by the reading public, and has 
been complimented by the state board of library commissioners. 

The library is rapidly increasing the number of volumes 
upon its shelves, as under the recent legislation of the state, 
all state documents are furnished as soon as possible after pub- 
lication, and the United States government has, so far as pos- 
sible, designated it as a depository of its publications and 
documents. 

The librarian would call attention to the fact that at no 
very distant day it will become an imperative necessity that 
the library shall be open to the public oftener than two days 
in the week; also, that each patron of the library would find 
it greatly to his or her advantage to own a catalogue for home 
reference.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


In the annual report of the board last year, it was recom- 
mended that on account of the falling off of the dog tax fund, 
it would be necessary to raise the general appropriation slight- 
ly in order that the schools could be continued the usual length 
of terms. We asked an increase of one hundred dollars in 
each item, books and supplies, and for the general appropriation. 
The second recommend was voted down, which has caused 
the board some trouble, by having to either cut short the terms 
of school and cause ill feeling among some of our best teachers, 
or withhold some much needed improvements in facilities, or 
exceed our appropriations. By trying a compromise course, 
we,have succeeded in hitting two of the evils which we wished 
to avoid, when by adopting the only wise course we should 
have avoided all but the one for which we were not responsi- 
ble. 

A comparison of the statistics with the previous fiscal year, 
will show that there has been 39 weeks more schooling this 
year than last, 33 of which is attributable to running an extra 
school at Ashuelot, which seemed to be demanded by public 
sentiment. The result of that experiment, we think, ought to 
be satisfactory to the dullest intellect. While we have done 
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our best, to give the two schools which were consolidated last 
year, and run seperately this; and we believe it will be ac- 
knowledged by every fair minded person, that so far as teach- 
ers go, they have had an extra chance, and while the work at 
No. 18 has been very satisfactory, still on account of so many 
grades the ground covered was unavoidably limited ; the school 
at Upper Ashuelot with an average attendance of ten mem- 
bers, we think, was hardly satisfactory to either teacher, 
parents or scholars; we say this without any disparagement of 
the teacher, who is well known to be faithful, efficient and 
trustworthy in all positions to which she has been assigned. 
But it is simply impossible to expect the best results in a school 
with so few scholars. The schools at Ashuelot have cost at 
least one hundred and fifty dollars more than they would under 
the arrangement of last year, and we appeal to the good sense 
of the parents themselves whether the higher grades of scholars 
have made so satisfactory progress. 

In the judgment of the board, the schools as a whole, in 
town, are in a very satisfactory condition. There have been 
but two or three cases where the work accomplished was in 
any sense a failure, and those cases must be attributed mostly ' 
to one or both of two causes; lack of a suflicient number of 
pupils, or lack of interest by parents. 

The lack of interest by the people in the common schools 
grows more apparent every year. The registers of the differ- 
ent schools are sufficient proof of this statement. The amount 
of absences, tardiness and non-attendance are fearful to con- 
template. Another evidence of lack of interest in the schools 
was afforded at the session of the teachers’ institute held in 
town last fall. While the main object of these institutes, of 
course, is to educate and stimulate teachers, a very important 
secondary object is to stimulate the people to a greater interest 
in this matter of first importance. The meetings are con- 
ducted by the best educational talent, not only of our own, but 
of neighboring states, and this is all offered free of cost, by 
the state, to the people of the locality where they are held. 
Our teachers were pretty generally present and showed them- 
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selves interested listeners to the valuable instruction; but the 
people generally, for whose benefit much of the feast of good 
things was intended, were conspicuous by their absence, es- 
pecially at the evening session; some little second-class enter- 
tainment at the town hall being the only slim excuse that could 
be offered for the lack of attendance. 

The graded schools of the town have had a very profitable 
year, considering all the circumstances, and the people can be 
congratulated on having so faithful and competent teachers to 
look after the welfare of their children at school. So long as 
the people will insist upon maintaining so many schools, it 
necessitates using the smaller of them for training schools for 
inexperienced teachers; and the board have thought it but just 
and right to reduce the pay in a few cases to the old standard 
and thereby increase the length of terms. We think the plan 
has worked well, for in two cases, at least, we have secured 
extra fine and cheerful services, and the reduced cost has gone 
for the benefit of the scholars in the locality. 

Successful teachers are born as well as educated, and can- 
not always be discovered until they have an opportunity for 
trial; and we are sorry to say that the same holds good with 
poor teachers. 

We feel that the high school has continued to grow in im- 
portance and usefulness under the efficient lead of its present 
teachers. We have appropriated a small sum of money to 
finish a plainly constructed laboratory room in the attic of the 
high school building, and furnished it with cheap tables, which 
makes a very commodious and convenient room for classes in 
the sciences to conduct experimental work. 

We have found, as usual, that eternal vigilance is neces- 
sary in guarding the treasury against unwarranted, and un- 
reasonable claims. Among the latter, we are obliged to re- 
gard many of the demands for compensation for carrying 
scholars to school in some sections of the town. We cannot 
but think that many people place a wrong construction upon 
the law which empowers the school board to appropriate a 
portion of the school money for carrying scholars, when in 
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their judgment the necessities of the case demand. We sup- 
pose the law was intended to facilitate and encourage the con- 
solidation of schools and to alleviate some of the hardships in 
certain cases. 

Within the present term of office of the writer, there has 
been one school discontinued on account of the small number 
of scholars; and the board, in order to conciliate two or three 
parties, who were inclined to feel that they were abused, 
adopted the doubtful policy of allowing compensation for car- 
rying to the nearest school. Immediately other parties, who 
had not been affected by the change, seized upon the precedent 
to demand a revenue from the town, and the evil has continued 
to grow uutil it will be necessary either to discontinue the 
whole business, or call for an extra appropriation for that pur- 
pose. We only mention the matter here so that all may un- 
derstand that the board do not understand that it is compulsory 
upon them to allow any claim for carrying scholars, unless 
their judgment approves the justice of the claim. ; 

The Boston & Maine Railroad Company have for the last 
year or more been making claims for rent of the grounds upon 
which the school house stands at Ashuelot. Having made an 
investigation the board are of opinion, firstly, that the claim is 
based on neither law nor justice; secondly, that in any case 
their claim cannot lay against the town, because the town 
have never acquired any title to the property. We have 
placed an article in the warrant under which the district can 
take such action upon the matter as they deem expedient.

FIRST REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF BUILDINGS. 


The legislature of 1893, provided for the office of inspector 
of buildings by the following statute : 


SECTION 1. Any city or town may appoint an inspector 
of buildings for such city or town, prescribe his duties, and 
fix his compensation; and any city or town which shall ap- 
point such inspector, may, by ordinance or by by-law, pre- 
scribe regulations for the construction and maintenance of all 
buildings in such city or town, which shall be used in whole or 
in part for mercantile, commercial, manufacturing or public 
purposes, or as tenement houses; and all buildings hereafter 
erected for such purposes, in such city or town, shall conform 
to such regulations. 

SEcT. 2. Any person who shall hereafter intend to erect 
any building, which is intended to be used in whole or in part 
for mercantile, commercial, manufacturing or public purposes, 
or as a tenement house, in any city or town which has ap- 
pointed a building inspector, shall, before erecting such building, 
submit the plans therefore to such inspector for his examination 
and approval, under the regulations prescribed by the city or 
town, and no building intended for such purposes shall be 
erected in any such city or town, without the approval of the 
plans therefor by such inspector. If any such inspector shall 
refuse to approve any plans submitted to him as aforesaid, any 
person aggrieved thereby, may appeal from the decision of 
such inspector to the supreme court for the county in which 
such city or town is situated; and the said court shall make 
such orders therein as justice may require. 
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Sect. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this act, shall be fined not exceeding ‘one thousand dollars. 

Under this act, two buildings have been erected during the 
year—the engine house and John A. Lesure’s block. 

After the selection of the location for the engine house, the 
plans, both for its construction and the materials from which 
it was to be constructed, were approved. The town, after 
having recognized that the old-time apparatus was inadequate 
to control fires in our more recently constructed buildings of 
three or more stories in height, to control fires in our large 
manufacturing buildings, and in the compact portions of our 
villages, decided to purchase a steam fire engine. That this 
apparatus shall be at all times in perfect condition (without 
which it would be a misfortune even to be its possessor), re- 
quires skill, care and attention far exceeding that ever bestowed 
upon the apparatus it displaced. Primarily, then, the machine 
should be properly housed; not only that it should be sheltered, 
but so housed as to protect it, so far as possible, from all ad- 
verse elemental influences; and as a matter of good business, 
to do this in such a manner as to result in the greatest economy, 
both present and future; and considering the exposed condi- 
tion of the building, from fires in adjoining buildings, it was 
believed that a building of brick, with a metal roof, was re- 
quired; besides, the current items of expense for keeping the 
same sufficiently warm during the winter months would be 
reduced largely below what they otherwise would be if the 
building was constructed of wood, and the constantly recurring 
expenses for painting and repairs of a building constructed of 
wood would be reduced to insignificant sums, if it was built 
of brick. 

I would recommend that iron shutters be placed at the four 
windows on the south side of the building, to be kept closed | 
except when the house is in use. 

The Lesure block is an innovation, and establishes such a 
feature of construction for buildings upon the bank of the 
river, in the village of Winchester, as will be of the utmost 
advantage to all who own such real estate, as it allows such an 
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extension of floor space, in depth (from front to rear), as will 
be ample for all purposes, whilst the second story front and all 
above can be brought forward, increasing the depth of these 
floors at least ten feet more. It is true that this method of con- 
struction is a technical violation of the rights of the public, 
but the public is in no way inconvenienced thereby, and indi- 
rectly largely benefitted by the increased value ofthe properties 
for purposes of taxation. Permission was not granted for the 
construction of this building according to the plans, until after 
a very careful consideration of all the features involved, and a 
full consideration of the rights of the public, with the select- 
men and the town’s legal adviser, and then the approval was 
inform: ** Oct. 25, 1895. The within plans are approved, 
reserving all public rights.” This form, it was believed, whilst 
permitting the construction of the building, amply protected 
the public against any acquisition of rights by the owners of 
the property that would be adverse to its interests or its rights 
of recovery.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the town of 
Winchester: 


Gentlemen,—We have the honor, herewith to submit the 
report of the matters under our charge for the current year. 
We are pleased to be able to state, there has been the least to 
engage our attention during the past year of any one since the 
organization of the board of health. We have had only one 
case of diphtheria, which was promptly taken in hand, and 
stamped out. No other cases of contagious diseases have been 
reported to us by the physicians practicing in town. We con- 
gratulate the citizens of Winchester, because of the general 
good health of the community, and thank all and everyone be- 
cause of the care which is now taken by the citizens over what 
was formerly the case, and we hope there will be less call for 
our services. in the future than there has been in the past. 

We regret that people continue to make the Ashuelot river 
a repository of rubbish, that had much better be burned. While 
it is sanctioned by general use to allow kitchen sewage to flow 
into our streams, yet we believe that the principle is wrong, 
and hope that the state authorities will, in the near future, 
devise some more sanitary way of disposing of such refuse. 

We also desire to call attention of the citizens of the town, 
to the unsightly and inadequate way in which the privies of the 
buildings along the river bank, in the center village are con- 
nected with the river, and hope that town ordinance may be 
adopted, remedying this condition.

24.—To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the purchase of books, supplies, and for incidental 
expenses for the public library, for the ensuing year, or act 
thereon. 

ArT. 25.—To see if the town will amend their vote of two 
years ago, regarding the concrete walk from Richards’ hotel, 
to the east corner of George Howard’s lot (so called), and in- 
struct the highway commissioner to complete the building of 
the walk, to raise money therefor, or act thereon. 

ArT. 26.—To see if the town will vote to raise one 
hundred dollars to lay out the cemetery at the west part of the 
town, or act thereon.
